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PREFACE. 



The following Course of Prayers for Family 
Worship was appended to the original edition 
of the " Explanatory and Practical Com- 
mentary on the New Testament," which, 
at the death of the lamented author, I was 
called upon to edit and complete. The revision 
of the work extended to these forms of prayer, 
which thus became, I have reason to believe, 
more adapted to general use. A request has 
often been expressed that the prayers might be 
published separately, in the form of a small 
volume. In yielding to that request, it has been 
found desirable again to revise them ; and, 
in so doing, I have made a little alteration in 
the original plan — by incorporating several of 
the Occasional Forms with the daily prayers. 
A few additions have also been made : and in 
many instances the expressions have been al- 
tered* My aim has been to make this manual 
as comprehensive and plain as I comX&, ^\\WaX 
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lessening the spiritual tone which pervaded the 
original composition. 

I do not feel it necessary here to dwell on 
the importance of Family Prayer, and the best 
mode of conducting it, having written very 
fully on this subject in my preface to the 
" Family Altar." I have only to express my 
confident hope that the present volume may be 
found helpful in promoting family devotion — 
whether it be selected for general use, or 
whether it be adopted as a change, after long 
familiarity with some other book of prayers. 

May God pour out a spirit of prayer, both 
on individuals and families; and may all his 
people listen to that voice which saith, " Ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall 
find ; knock, and it shall be opened unto you."

Grant these our 
petitions, O Lord, for the sake of Jesus Christ.

TUESDAY MORNING. 

MOST blessed Lord, who delightest in showing 
mercy to those who honour thy beloved Son ; 
we come into thy presence this morning, trust- 
ing to that complete atonement which he has 
made upon the cross.

And now, Lord, we pray thee to watch over 
us while we pass through the world this day.

Hear these our prayers, O Lord, for 
the sake of him in whom thou art ever well 
pleased — the Lord Jesus Christ.

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JjLESSED be the name of our God, who has 
safely brought us to the close of this day. We 
adore thee for thy goodness; and in the name 
of our gracious Saviour we present ourselves 
before thee this night. We plead his precious 
blood for the pardon of sin. We praise thee for 
that cleansing fountain which is opened for the 
chief of sinners. It is of thy mercy alone, that 
none of us have been cut off in the midst of our 
iniquities; and we rejoice in the blessed truth 
that Jesus is able and willing to save to the 
uttermost all that come unto God by Him. 

O Lord, increase our faith. Lord, we 
believe ; help thou our unbelief. Forgive 
whatever thou hast found amiss in us and in 
our services this day. If we have yielded 
to temptation — if we have not been watchful 
over our hearts — if we have spoken unad- 
visedly with our lips — if we have neglected 
opportunities of usefulness, good Lord, forgive 
us. 
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Gracious Father, we not only desire pardon 
for the past, but strength for the time to 
come. If another day be added to our lives, 
enable us to avoid the sins of which our con- 
sciences accuse us. For this purpose, bestow 
upon us the abundant gift of the Holy Spirit, 
that we may subdue the corruptions of the 
flesh, and exhibit the power of godliness in 
the life of faith. O Lord, give us grace to 
devote the remainder of our lives wholly and 
unreservedly to thee. The night is far spent — 
the day is at hand. Enable us to cast away 
the works of darkness, and to put upon us the 
armour of light. Give us an increasing desire 
for conformity to the life of Jesus. The ways 
of sin are ways of sorrow. We therefore pray 
for power over sin. We implore of thee to 
give us an abundant supply of the Holy 
Spirit, that we may be numbered amongst thy 
true children, who hate iniquity and are 
zealous of good works. Show us, more and 
more, the deceitfulness of our own hearts. 
Enable us to detect the secret motions of sin 
within us; and may we, through thy strength^ 
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have power to resist and to overcome the 
enemy of our souls. 

When we lie down to rest at night, may we 
more and more realize the time when we 
shall be stripped of our mortal tabernacle, and 
enter upon the state beyond the grave. O 
blessed Lord Jesus, who tasted the bitterness 
of death, that we might be relieved from its 
terrors, take from us the sting of death, by 
showing us that thou hast taken upon thyself 
our transgressions. Speak peace to our souls, 
through the blood of thy cross. Give us the 
assurance of pardoned sin, and of acceptance 
with thee ; that fear may be completely remov- 
ed, and that we may rejoice in the hope of the 
glory of God. 

For the mercies of the past day, accept our 
grateful thanks. Blessed be the Lord who 
daily loadeth us with benefits, even the God 
of our salvation. Into thine arms we now 
commend ourselves, this night. Watch over 
us for good. Refresh our bodies with needful 
rest; and may the strength which we thus 
receive be gratefully employed in thy service. 
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Hear us, our God. "We speak to thee as 
children to a parent, for we have boldness to 
draw near to thee through Jesus. For his 
sake, we beseech thee, mercifully to incline 
thine ears to us who have now made our 
prayers and supplications unto thee ; and grant 
that those things which we have faithfully 
asked according to thy will, may effectually be 
obtained to the relief of our necessities, and 
to the setting forth of thy glory; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 



WEDNESDAY MORNING. 

HOLY, holy, holy, Lord God of Hosts!

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May the Holy Ghost so fill them with the 
love of Jesus, and the love of souls, that they 
may fully testify of the riches of redeeming 
grace. Feed their own souls while they 
prepare to feed their flocks; and cause that 
an abundant blessing may follow their labour 
in the Lord. 

Grant these our petitions, O Lord, for 
Jesus Christ's sake, our only Saviour and 
Redeemer; to whom, with thee and the Holy 
Ghost, be ascribed everlasting praise and glory.

Give us to feel each 
day more deeply, the solemn importance of 
eternity. So shall we sit loose to the trifling 
things of time. 

We would also pray for all our fellow-mem- 
bers incorporate in the mystical body of Christ. 
O blessed Saviour, do thou who art the Head 
of the body, graciously intercede for that 
portion of thy Church now militant here on 
earth. Pour out thy Spirit in abundant 
measure; and grant that all who profess 
thy holy name may agree in the truth of 
thy holy word, and live in unity and godly 
love. May the hearts of all who shall be 
bound together hereafter in the bundle of 
life, be knit together here in the bonds of 
the Gospel; and may the savour of sanctity 
be found with each to the praise of thy glory. 
Oh, prepare thy bride to meet thee at thy 
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coming; and hasten thy kingdom, when thou 
shalt be glorified in all thy saints. 

And we beseech thee, gracious Father, to 
have mercy upon those who have this day 
neglected thy house of prayer, and who have 
been following after the imagination of their 
own vain hearts. Oh, send forth thy Spirit 
to convince them of their sin and danger; 
graciously incline them to turn unto thee with 
true and hearty repentance; and bring them 
to know Jesus as the Saviour, whom to know 
is life eternal. 

O Lord, hear us, and abundantly bless us, 
for Jesus Christ's sake. Amen.

Now to God only wise, 
be glory, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

that such a hungering for spiritual things may 
be created within us, that we shall be satisfied 
with nothing but the fulness of bur God. 

Thy love to us, O Lord, is very great. 
Thou hast manifested it in the gift of thy 
Son for the sin of the world. O give to 
us now thy Spirit that we may receive him, 
enjoy him, and delight in him. Lord, we 
ask nothing relating to this life, beyond the 
needful wants of food and raiment. But we 
ask for all those spiritual gifts, which thou 
hast promised. Increase our faith an hundred 
fold; and then, according to our faith, give 
thou unto us. Keep us mindful that this 
world is not our rest. Remove every lingering 
affection that would bind us to the enjoyments 
of earth; and so display to us the glory of 
the coming kingdom of our Lord, that our 
desires may be raised above the things of 
time. 

And now, O Lord, be with us this night, 
we pray thee. Allow us to enjoy thy presence, 
in private prayer, before we retire to rest; 
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that we may lie down under a sense of thy 
watchfulness and lore; and if it be thy will 
that we should see another day, may that- 
day be spent in thy service. We ask all foi 
the sake of thy dear Son, Jesus Christ, oui 
Lord.

O adorable Lord Jesus, who hast purchased 
the Spirit for the Church, and who knowest 
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what each member of thy body requires — give 
us such a plentiful supply, that thy name may 
be glorified in us. Let a continued stream of 
mercy flow down, to enrich and sanctify our 
souls. So shall we enjoy the life of holiness. 
We desire, O heavenly Father, a clearer 
knowledge and perception of the truth of thy 
holy word. By it do thou teach and reprove 
us, and instruct us in righteousness. May 
the Spirit lead us into all truth, even into 
the deep things of God. Make us more 
acquainted with the deceitfulness of our own 
heart.

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Teach those who call themselves by thy name, 
to deny themselves — to take up their cross, 
and follow Jesus — to cease from conformity to 
the ways of a sinful world — and to be separate 
from sinners, and from sin. Make thy people 
to be holy in all manner of conversation. 
Revive the spirit of brotherly love ; and make 
the multitude of them that believe to be of 
one heart and of one mind. 

O God, who hast promised to bless the 
families of thy people, look down on tajs 
family in thy great love and mercy, and be 
gracious to every member of it. [We pray 
especially for the children, and we beseech 
thee to bless them from their earliest days. 
Teach them to know and love thee. Give them 
grace to follow their Saviour fully, and thus to 
be kept from the manifold snares of the world, 
the flesh, and the devil.] Teach us all to keep 
eternity constantly in view, and so to pass 
through things temporal that we finally lose 
not the things eternal. 

"We give thee thanks, O gracious Lord, for 
thy care of us during the past day. A thousand 
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ills would have befallen us, if thou hadst not 
watched over us ; and by many of the tempta- 
tions of Satan we should have been overcome, 
if thou hadst not strengthened us. Wherein 
we have yielded — to ourselves be all the 
shame, and may thy love pardon our sin, 
through Jesus; wherein we have resisted, to 
thee be all the glory. O strengthen us from 
day to day, till, our weary journey being over, 
we shall rise to inherit that heavenly city, 
where sin and sorrow shall be no more. Grant 
this, O heavenly Father, for Christ Jesus' sake.
